away ; the ill ConduR, and Admiſſion of Stock-Jobbers, 
together with ſome unlucky Accidents falling -in up- 
on *<m, mightily diſcourag'd the Buſineſs, and ſtop'd 
the Progreſs of it, their Fires are out, their Houſes lie 
neglected, and begin to molder away, their Union dif- 
ſolv'd, and a neceſaay Projett ( at this time) loſt ; 
and Gun-Powder, within this Month or five Weeks, 


partly by the falling off of this, and the loſs of five 


Eaſt-India Ships, advanc'd from: three Pound ten Shil- 
lings to four Pound ten Shillings a Hundred, and:how

Draining Engines, of divers forts, have been lately 
made, to clear Coal, Lead, Tin, and other Mines from 
Waters, which either ſoak in or ſpring up, to their hin- 
drance in their Working, damage and charge of the 
Proprietors ; as alſo other Engines for Draining of Flats, .

rant Element doing here no manner of Good ; the 
Earth.is rich, being much of it Mar], the beſt of Land, 
and we are fo unhappy in Eng/and to have many Thou- 
fands. of Acres thus cover'd with Water, and which: 


have been ſo, ſome, -time out of mind, others but 
lately, 
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lately,” all recoverable, and drainable, if proper Methods 
were taken, and with the help of theſe Engines ( of 
which I have ſeen ſeveral ) if fairly undertaken, and at 
much eafier Rates than by the bodily Labour of hir'd 
Men; which to feed with Bread, and pay Wages, 
would prodigiouſly ſwell the Accompt, enflame the 
Reckoning, and render the Charge exceſſive, inſupport- 
able, and diſcouraging. That theſe Projeftors have 
really done Service in the Mines, and effe&ted what 
they pretended to is manifeſt, having actually carn'd be- 
tween three and four hundred Pounds per Meyſem ; this 
I fay is notorious to Thouſands in Cornwa/, and Devon- 
ſhire, who have been Witneſſes to the Operation; and 
tis but jaſt this ſhould be encourag'd, for we intend 
not by this Diſcourſe to expoſe or diſcountenance In- 
genuity, but quite the contrary, to ſupport and ad- 
vance it; but, alas, good Inventions, and Schemes, 
have too often tack'd to them fraudulent Deſigns, of 
impoſing upon unwary People, and engaging them in 
what is very often injurious to their Purſes ; and, in 
plain Engliſh, commonly prove palpable Cheats, which 
I am now labouring to prevent for the future, at leaſt 
as much as I can, by difcovering the private Intrigues, 
ſecret Plots, and underhand Dealings of the Principal 
ProjeCtors of this Kingdom, more fully and amply than 
any Body elſe can do; beſides, nothing of this Kind 
was ever attempted before, and therefore ſurely this 
will- be the more grateful, ſeeing that it preaches up 
their trae Intereſt in this World , which moſt Folks 
 purſtie more heartily and zealoufly than that of the 
other ; which being at ſome diſtance, and matter of 
Faith, rather than Fat, they give themſelves bur little 
trouble about. 2
